The  Johnson  C.  Smith  Concert  Choir  has  been  an  essential  part  of  the 
University,  and  is  one  of  the  leading  vocal  arts  groups  in  Charlotte,  NC. 
A  high  point  of  the  choir's  performance  history  was  reached  during  the 
60s  when  the  group  was  chosen  as  the  Official  Radio  Broadcast  Choir 
for  the  Presbyterian  Church,  USA.  In  the  70's  the  group  was  included 
in  a  series  of  programs  sponsored  by  the  United  Negro  College  Fund. 

Under  the  direction  of  Bruce  A  Thompson,  the  rich  musical  heritage  of 
the  choir  continues  to  flourish  In  1991,  the  choir  was  presented  in 
concert  at  The  National  Black  Music  Caucus  (NBMC)  in  Charlotte,  NC. 
The  group  was  also  chosen  to  present  a  concert  for  the  NBMC  in  1993, 
In  Nashville,  Tennessee.  Other  organizations  to  present  the  choir  in 
concert  al  national  conventions  include  the  National  Mine  and  Health 
Academy,  The  National  Library  Association,  and  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  USA.  In  1994,  the  choir  was  featured  on  Good  Morning 
America  in  a  special  broadcast  recorded  live  from  the  campus.   In  1996, 
the  choir  performed  in  "Porgy  and  Bess"  with  Opera  Carolina  and  the 
Charlotte  Symphony  Orchestra  The  Choir  has  also  been  featured  with 
Bobby  Mc  Femn,  Ramsey  Lewis,  Phil  Perry,  and  Sandi  Patti  In  1993 
tl.e  choir  performed  at  the  49th  Annual  United  Negro  College  Fund 
Gala  in  N-.»  York.  On  February  1 8,  1998.  the  Johnson  C.  Smith

Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority  was  founded  on  January  16.  1920.  by  five  women  on  the  campus  of  Howard  University.  It  was  the  idea 
of  these  founders  that  the  sorority  would  reach  college  women  in  all  parts  of  the  country  who  were  sorority-minded  and  desired 
to  follow  the  ideas  and  objectives  of  finer  womanhood:  scholarship,  service,  and  sisterly  love  on  which  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority 
was  founded.  Zeta  Phi  Beta  was  the  first  Greek  letter  college  sorority  to  organize  in  Africa.  More  than  250  undergraduate  and 
graduate  chapters  are  divided  into  nine  regions  in  the  United  States  and  Africa.  The  Kappa  Chapter  of  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority, 
Inc.  was  established  on  the  campus  of  Johnson  C.  Smith  on  November  26. 1946.

Sigma  Gamma  Rho  was  founded 
on  November  12,  1922,  on  the 
campus  of  Butler  University  in 
Indianapolis,  Indiana.  The  group 
became  an  incorporated  national 
collegiate  sorority  on  December 
30,  1929.  Seven  distinguished 
young  teachers  founded  Sigma 
Gamma  Rho  with  the  idealism 
that  greater  service  resulted  in 
greater  progress.  Hence,  the  birth 
of  a  sisterhood  dedicated  to  its 
African  American  brothers  and 
sisters  to  help  provide  the  means 
that  they  may  promote  cultural 
awareness,     educational     and 


health  programs,  and  recre- 
ational activities.

Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  founded  at  Howard  University  in 
Washington,  DC,  January  9,  1914,  by  three  young  Black  male  stuU 
dents.  The  founders.  Honorable  A.  Langston  F.  Morse  and  Honor]  * 
able  Charles  I.  Brown,  wanted  to  organize  a  Greek-letter  fraternity 
that  would  truly  exemplify  the  high  ideas  of  brotherhood,  scholar* 
ship,  and  service.  The  founders  deeply  wished  to  create  an  organiAt 
zation  that  viewed  itself  as  "a  part  of"  the  general  community.  They  I 
believed  that  each  potential  member  should  be  judged  on  his  own 
merits  rather  than  his  family  background  or  affluence,  without  regarc 
of  race,  nationality,  color,  skin  tone,  or  texture  of  hair.  They  wishec 
and  wanted  their  fraternity  to  exist  as  a  part  of  an  even  greater  broth- 
erhood-sisterhood which  would  be  devoted  to  the  "inclusive  we' 
rather  than  the  "exclusive  we." From  its  inception,  the  founders  also 
conceived  Phi  Beta  Sigma  as  a  mechanism  to  deliver  services  to\ 
the  general  community.  Rather  than  gaining  skills  to  be  utilizeo 
exclusively  for  themselves  and  their  immediate  families,   the\ 
founders  of  Phi  Beta  Sigma  held  the  deep  conviction  that  they 
should  return  their  newly  acquired  skills  to  the  communities  from 
which  they  had  come.  This  deep  convection  was  mirrored  in  the  fra- 
ternity motto,  "Culture  For  Service  and  Service  For  Humanity."

$25,000  in  prize  money. 

Students  from  Johnson  C. 
Smith  University  placed  third  in 
their  division  in  the  Honda 
Campus  All-Star  Academic 
Challenge  beating  out  teams 
from  87  other  historically  black 
colleges  and  university. 


The  team  consisted  of  captain 
and  sociology  major  Khari 
Russell,  business  management 
major  Nico  Beasley,  communica- 
tions major  Arthur  Coward, 
chemistry  major  Kelly  Fields, 
and  computer  science  major 
William  Watkins  II.  Patricia 
Smith  is  the  team's  coach. 

The  Challenge  features  teams 
of  four  students  and  an  alternate. 
All  were  competing  for  their 
shared  of  $305,000  in  monetary 


grants  to  upgrade  campus  facili- 
ties, institutional  resources  and 
improve  the  quality  of  life  for  stu- 
dents. 

Students  spent  several  months 
preparing  for  the  competition 
that  tested  their  knowledge  of  sci- 
ence, math,  political  science, 
sports.entertainment,  chemistry 
and  foreign  language. 

Florida  A&M  University  fin- 
ished first  and  Clark  Atlanta 
University  was  second. 
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A  Backward  Glance  Before  Soaring 

It  has  been  very  gratifying  for  Professor  Ledbetter  to  experi- 
ence the  evolution  of  this  great  university  during  her  tenure 
here.  Indeed,  it  has  been  exhilarating  and  fulfilling  for  her  to 
have  been  involved  in  an  educational  enterprise  designed  to 
prepare  young  people  to  be  competent  professionals,  produc- 
tive citizens,  and  effective  leaders.  Thus,  Professor  Ledbetter 
has  promoted  academic  excellence  in  the  classroom,  and  she 
has  been  extensively  involved  in  a  wide  array  of  campus  activ- 
ities such  as  SACS  Self-Study  Steering  Committee;  chairper- 
son, Purpose  Committee;  chairperson  of  the  Faculty  Hand- 
book, Promotion  and  Tenure,  Faculty  Grievance  Committees; 
coordinator  of  Freshman  English,  Co-Director  of  the  Bush 
Hewlitt  Faculty  Dvelopment  Program,  and  member  of  the 
JCSU  Board  of  Trustees.  Her  interaction  with  students  beyond 
the  classroom  has  included  mentoring,  membership  on  the 
University  Judiciary  Board  and  advising  the  following  organizations:  Treewell  Staff,  Sigma  Tau 
Delta,  English  Club,  Student  Christian  Association,  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority  the  Yearbook 
Staff  and  Alpha  Kappa  Mu  Honor  Society. 

Some  of  Professor  Ledbetter's  professional  involvements  have  been:  judge  for  various  orator- 
ical contests  and  essay  contests  and  Reader  with  Educational  Testing  Service,  grading  the 
National  Teachers  Examination  and  the  Graduate  Management  Admissions  Test  (GMAT).  A 
few  of  her  awards  are  JCSU  Board  of  Visitors  Mentor  Award,  Nations  Bank  Par  Excellence 
Teaching  Award,  Student  Government  Association  Teacher  of  the  Year  Award  and  listing  in 
Who's  Who  Among  America's  Teachers. 

Although  there  have  been  some  struggles  and  disappointments,  Professor  Ledbetter's  asso- 
ciation with  the  University  has  been  a  saga  of  joy,  pride  and  achievement.  Moreover,  the  dedi- 
cation and  commitment  of  its  Faculty/Staff,  Administrators,  students.  Board  of  Trustees,  alum- 
ni, and  friends  have  propelled  Johnson  C  Smith  to  the  prominence  it  now  enjoys.  Professor 
Ledbetter  believes  that  if  JCSU  continues  to  embrace  its  legacy,  to  promote  moral  values,  and 
to  perpetuate  its  strong  educational  programs,  it  will  "soar"  in  the  new  millennium.
